British forces attacked the German lines over a front 
of approximately ten miles on the front southwest of A r­ 
ras at dawn this morning. According to the meagre de­ 
tails which are available, the British have advanced from 
2 to 3 miles and have captured the towns of Moyenneville, 
Courcelles, Achiet-Le-Petit and Beaucourt-Sur-Ancre, and 
have reached the town of Achiet-Le-Grand. 
The attack was begun under the cover of a heavy mist 
which materially assisted the British in their advance. 
There was only a very brief artillery preparation and ap­ 
parently the attack was similar to those followed south 
of the Aisne on July 15 and north of Montdidier on Aug. 8 . 
The Germans were taken by surprise. A large num­ 
ber of tanks participated in the attack. 


British Nea ring Ba pa ume.

Unofficial dispatches apparently indicate that the 
British advance has carried the line up to 3 miles from 
Bapaume, an important highway center and reputed to 
be an important German base for the northern Picardy 
sector. 
If the British drive continues to press along the south 
side of the Picardy front, the enemy forces further south 
will apparently be in a very serious position. They are at 
present holding back the French and British on the line 
west of and parallel to the Somme and north oi that river 
are desperately resisting the allied attack as far north as 
Albert. 
The new advance seems to place the northern 
sectiorf of the enemy *ront in great danger.

A message of the hou r from the leading edu cators of the cou ntry, and 


fro mthose who have the welfare of the nation at the close of the war iu 


mind, is, “Keep the schools going; do not close high schools and colleges; 


Induce bo y s below the draft age (present or prospective) to continu e in 


scho o l, and indu ce those who have attained draft age to stay in school u n­ 


til they are called. Do not let the high wages now offered by indu stry lu re 


the boys away from school. 
Trained minds as well as strong bodies will he 


in demand when peace comes again.” 


France and England are making heroic efforts to repair the damage 


do ne to their edu cational institu tions in the early days of the war. 
They 


are urging Americans not to make the mistake that they in Eu rope made in 


allo wing the closing of their secondary and higher schools. 
A crippled 


so ldier may be su pplied with artificial limbs, bu t there is no form of peda­ 


go gy which will repair the loss of edu cational opportu nities and training. 


The president and the secretary of war have provided a plan whereby 


y o ung men may attend co llege and take their military training along with 


their regular class work. 
No fu rther enlistment of men below the draft 


age is allo wed. All this is done to keep ou r high schools and colleges open 


In o rder that ou r government may have a constant su pply of men with 


trained intellects to meet its ever growing needs. 
Bu t in spite « of these 


effo rts o f the federal government to keep men in school, the high wages 


paid in ou r indu stries are threatening the attendance in ou r high schools 


and co lleges. 


Go v erno r Lowden has already greatly interested hintself in the mat­ 


ter, and he has given ou t the following statement for pu blication: 


“ 1 am much concerned over the situ ation in the high schools and col­ 


leges o f the state. 
Stu dents are being tempted, in large nu mbers, to leave 


the scho o ls to accept the abnormal wages being paid in indu stry. 


“ Under the present government regu lation, these boys can not enlist 


in any branch of the military service 
It is therefore a qu estion whether 


they remain at school or go into private employment.v 


“ If they adopt the latter cou rse, they are sacrificing their long fu tu re 


to their brief present. 
The gains they make are bu t temporary, while the 


things they sacrifice will permanently affect their lives. 
We shall have at 


the close o f the war innu merable crippled bodies. This is inev. able. 
Let u s 


no t also have crippled minds as a resu lt of the war, for this is not neces­ 
sary . 


“ The vast work of reorganization which awaits u s at the close of the 


war will demand trained minds as never before. 
Bu t how shall we have 


trained intellects if the boys, in the very most important years of their 


mental development, desert the high Schools and colleges for the workshop? 


“I earnestly u rge u pon the people of Illinois, that u nless absolu tely 


requ ired by some indu stry essential to the prosecu tion of the war, the boys 


of the hi&h schools and colleges give these years to their edu cation. 


“Ou r bjys on the battle-fronts are giving their all to save ou r civiliza­ 


tion. 
Ou r boys at home can best serve the same cau se by preparing them­ 


selves to help bear its bu rdens when peace shall coine.”

Six of u s sergeants 
hired a car Satu rday noon and starts 
ed for Charleston, S. C. 
We 
su re 
had some trip throu gh the 
cotton 
fields, pine forests and swamps. The 
cotton is in bloom and some will be 
ready to pick in abou t two weeks. 
The pine trees arou nd Charleston 
are all covered with long, hanging 
moss and we find lots of mistletoe 
growing here. 
Have some hanging 
in the office now. 
Charlestotn is abou t 
130 
miles 
from here and we hP there abou t 
nine thirty. 
Wasn’t mu ch to do that 
night so we drove arou nd to see the 
old sou thern buildings 
which 
are 
very qu eer. 
The streets are so nar­ 
row in some places that we can only 
drive one way. 
The bu ildings are 
rather old, not very high and have 
no cellars, bu t the town itself is qu ite 
large. 
We drove arou nd iljt big Charles­ 
ton. ship and navy yards bu t cou ld 
not get very close becau se of tb& 
gu ards. 
Charleston is a sailor town. 
Saw very few soldiers there, bu t the 
place is fu ll of sailors. 
Su nday morning we got u p abou t 
six thirty and after eating started 
right ou t to the Tsle of 
Palms, 
a 
park and su mmer resort. On the way 
ou t we went throu gh a market place, 
a long bu ilding covering nearly the 
entire street and abou t three blocks 
long.

ha s, the plasticity of 
the clay and the hardness of the brick
